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1 . The amendment filed Oct. 18, 2007 has been entered. 

2. Receipt, originally acknowledged in the action mailed April 23, 2007, is again 
acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers have 
been placed of record in the file. 

3. Newly submitted or amended claims 1-2 and 8-21 are directed to an invention 
that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following 
reasons: Originally presented and elected claims 1-2 required the command signal to be 
an external command signal while amended or new claims 1-2 and 8-21 do not require 
the use of an external command signal for patentability as evidenced by such only being 
specified, as best understood, in dependent claim 2. New or amended claims 1-2 and 
8-21 require the terminal to both receive the power supply voltage and output a sensor 
signal during one mode while original claims 1-2 required only that the terminal do one 
or the other, etc. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, currently presented amended or new claims 1-2 
and 8-21 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. 
See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

4. The amendment filed on Oct. 18, 2007 canceling all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is nonresponsive. 
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(MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention 
because of the reasons given above. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to 
reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, 
whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
